Is not rich, and r.hv ts not wrll Her cye-siRlil 
and healing are titllliiR. Bui mere Is nnlhliis 
wrong wllh her pride. She ih the niolhcr of 
GharloB (Commnndo) Kelly, holder of Ihe 
■ confireMlniinl meilal of honor, and of six 
other soldier .sons. 

Ah such, .she liu.s come lo her counlrynien's 
attention. And In consequence, she hn.s given 
some of them a gentle rebuke which they 
would do well to remember. 

Many people were ngliast when they saw 
newspaper pictures of Mra. Kelly as she stood 
In the door of her Pittsburgh home, rending 
the lotter'which Informed her that Charles 
wa5 coming home on leave. Mrs. Kelly's 
house looked poor and itnpalnlcd. It faced on 
tvvi alley, hemmed In by IsvU buildings- There 
didn't seem to be much chance for sunlight to 
net to it. These people thought IL a shame 
that a hero's mother had lo live there. 

Newspapers said as much, editorially. Then 
n representative of the public housing au- 
thority came around, with all the best wlH in 
the world, and offered to move Mrs. Kelly to 
n modern dwelling. 

Apparently no one stopped to consider that 
Mrs. Kelly might be embarrassed and hu- 
miliated. She knew it wasn't much of a 
house, but she didn't care to have a lot o( 
strangers poking about, holding her neigh- 
borhood up to unflattering comparisons and 
genteel scorn. 

Mrs. Kelly Is not ashamed of her two 
rooms and an attic. They are probably as 
neat and well furnished as any thereabout. 
She may not have electric lights and hot 
water and an inside toilet. But she ha-i a nice 
gas stove and an enameled Ice box. The 
kitchen walla are a fresh, cheerful green. The 
cabinet, and sink and table are painted a 
Bhining whlt«. Everything is clean. It is qnlte 
possible that Mrs. Kelly Is used In being en- 
vied a little by her neighbors. And now what 
will the neighbors thhik, with nil these 
strangers trying lo make her ashamed of the 
place? 

Mrs. Kelly and her seven boys have prob- 
ably planned for a bettor place some clay. 
Sorne of the folks who arc trying to help can 
look back a generation or two In their 
families and understand how she feels. 

This Is not a defense of poor housing, but 
a protest against the uncon.sclous snobbery 
of a lot of professional do-gooders. 

Perhaps Mrs. Kelly has taught us that we 
need a little more respect and a little less 
head-patting in, our laudable aims toward 
social betterment. 



ANOTHER SIDE OF THE STORY 

While most of the criticism being heaped 
on organized labor Is directed at leaders who 
Issue the .strike orders, it Is reasonable to 
assume tt^ct public antagonism may lake In 
union labor as a whole. Instead of confining 
animosity toward tliose who arc princlpaUy 
responsible. 

For that reason we think the average la- 
boring man Idonltlied with the unions Is 
entitled to some consideration, and two de- 
velopments in the current news serve to il- 
lustrate that belief. 

Take the truck drivers' strike lor Instance. 
Just because the Boise local ot the teamsters' 
union refused to handle freight Iroiji a non- 
union wi^rehouse. all over-the-road*Trucklng 
In Idaho and Utah has been tied up. It would 
be easy to damn the truck_dr!vers_eene rally, 
"' but OS the Twin Falls manager cl one of the' 
trucking concerns has explained, most of the 
local drivers are opposed to the strike order 
and some have even tried to go to work at 
other Jobs. But no matter how they feel. It 
should be. borne In mind, the power of the 
■union's top spokesmen makes them helpless. 

Then there's the announcement by Stuart 
6wan, business representative of the Twin 
Falls Trades council, that labor for remodel- 
ing of the building to be used as a youth 
center will bo contributed by union members, 
because "a youth center will be a valuable 
addition to the community's a-^sets, and every 
union member has a vital interest In civic 
Improvement." 

In our condemnation of wartime strikes, 
let's iakc ^ch things as these into considera- 
tion. Let's not place too much of the blame 
on the average union "laborer. Ajter all, from 
the workman's standpoint, there are a lot 
, of things, about uhlon labor that the pubirc 
doesn't understand.

TRLCK LINE STRIKE 



On April 20, all A. F. L. teamsters, union 
pmployes of four major intermountain truck 
linpB. went on strike in protest against the 
handling of freight by these mmpanies for 
The Compton Transfer and Storage Company, 
n non-union concern of Poise, Idaho. 

Within the following week, all teamsters' 
union employes of four other intermountain 
truck lines struck in sympathy, though none 
of these lines were directly involved in the 
original dispute. 

No other grounds for the calling of the 

strikes have been claimed by the striking team- 
sters 0)' their union representatives. No wage 
disagreement, no hiring of non-union workers, 
no cdntract violation, no other grievance of 
any kind is charged as a basis for the sti'ikes. 

Truck Lines Act at Request 
of Army and i. C C 

Moreover, in the handling of the "hot" 
fi'eight in question for the non-union Boise 
concern, the truck lines have not acted on their 
own initiati\'e. Rather, they have merely com- 
plied with Interstate Commerce Commission 
regulations to render service to the public, in- 
cluding the Compton concern, "without dis- 
crimination," and at the \vi*itten request of the 
Army to "assist us in the'successful prosecu- 
tion of the war." 

History of Present Dispute 

The history of the present dispute dates back 
to sometime before the 18th of March. In pro- 
test against the handhng of freight for the 
Compton concern, by four intermountain truck 
lines, the teamsteVs' union called a strike on 
that date. This strike lasted until March 28. At 
that time all parties involved, including the 
truck lines and teamsters' union locals . at 
. Boise, Pocatello, and Salt Lake City were re- 
quested in writing, by the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Ninth Service Command of the 
Army, through its Executive Officer, Labor 
Branch, LK Colonel M. F. Tiemey, to "resume 
handling all freight to assist us in the success- 
ful prosecution of the war," and that all the 
tmck lines re-hire all 'men and that all team- 
sters "return to work and handle all freight." 
The Army also pointed out "that nearly all 
freight is important to the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war whether ^t be that of the armed 
forces." It also affirmed that "the work stop- 
page . . . isseriously hurting the war effort" 

The trackers complied fully and immediate- 
ly with, the Army's request, including the re-

hiring of the men who had been discharged for 
previous refusal to handle freight of tfie non- 
union Rnise concern. Union representatives 
also verbally agreed, at this time, to recom- 
mend to their striking members that they, too, 
accede to the A.rmy's plea. However, the strik- 
ing teamsters did not then return to work until 
other concessions were made. 

Between March "28 and April IS, in tlie inter- 
est of harmony, and pending settlement of the 
original dispute by 'a proper governmental 
agency, the tracking companies refrained 
from handling freight for the ComiJton com- 
pany. So long as this arrangement continued 
there was no trouble. 

However, on April IS, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, under whose jurisdiction the 
truck lines operate, wrote them, "It is neces- 
sary for you to render service to the public 
without discrimination" (including service to 
Compton's) . . . and that "failure to do so will 
constitute sufficient grounds for suspension 
or revocation of the certificate." In other words 
faihire to handle all freight would subject the 
truck lines to the probable loss of operating 
authority. So, on April 20, the track tines an- 
nounced they would handle all freight without 
discrimination and the union called the strike 
as already cited. 

This condition has left a large section of the 
intermountain west without adequate inter- 
state trucking service at a critical time when 
the movement of freight is so vital to an early 
victory, not to mention the resulting injury to 
industry and the public generally. 

The loss which will be sustained by the Army 
and by the public can best be realized by a 
study of the figures representing the volume 
of freight carried by these lines and the extent 
of the territory served. 

Territory Served 

The lines shut down serve directly nine inter- 
mountain and western states. In addition. Salt , 
Lake City is the gateway for cross country 
track shipments to and from points lying far 
beyond their primary territories. The strike 
has practically closed the movement of trans- 
continental motor freight between eastern 
territories and the west coast through the 
Denver-Salt Lake gateway. 

It is further estimated that the lines directly 
- affected operate 600 pieces of equipment and 
carry more than 2,000 tons of freigM a day. 
They operate over 55,000 miles per day. 

It is the duty of the War Labor Board to 
settle disputes of this kind. The track lines 
have used eveiy means at their command to 
have this dispute certified to the War Labor 
Board, but without success. - .
